1 . The Applicant's notice of appeal and request for pre-appeal conference filed on 
May 10, 201 1 was received. Decision was made to reopen prosecution based on 
Applicants arguments. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Goto et al. in 
view of Kobayashi on claims 13, 15, 16, 21, 23, and 25-26 is withdrawn, because of 
Applicant's arguments. 

4. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Goto et al. in 
view of Kobayashi as applied to claims 13 and 14 and further in view of Shiue et al. and 
Khandkar et al. on claims 17-20 and 22 is withdrawn, because of Applicant's arguments. 

5. The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as unpatentable over Goto et al. in 
view of Kobayashi and Pratt et al. on claims 24 and 27 is withdrawn, because of 
Applicant's arguments.

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 3, 
1 5-27 are allowed. Independent claims 1 3, 23 and 24 recite a separator body with a 
fluid oxidant supply channel formed on the separator body to supply a fluid oxidant with 
at least one element selected from the group consisting of a fan and a pump provided 
within said separator body is provided at an opening on an inlet end of the fluid oxidant 
supply channel. The closest prior art of Goto et al., Kobayashi, and Shiue et al. do not 
disclose a separator body comprised of a fan or pump provided within said separator 
body provided at an opening on an inlet end of the fluid oxidant supply channel as 
recited in independent claims 13, 23, and 24.
